As per the amendments to claim 28, these appear to have been made merely to correct errors in the claim language. While these changes 
render the language of the claim smoother and more consistent, they otherwise affect neither the scope and breadth of the claim as 
originally presented nor the manner in which the claim was interpreted by the Examiner when applying prior art within the previous Office 
Action. As such, the recited claimed features are rejected for the same reasons given in the prior Office Action (paper number 20081016) 
and incorporated herein. 

As per Applicant's arguments on pages 3-4 of the After-Final response that the Pass reference fails to teach the feature of "accessing 
information about at least one environmental factor common to the plurality of patients," as recited in claim 28, Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Examiner notes that Pass teaches "monitoring of radiation exposure in the general population" (Pass; column 2, lines 1-9) and 
"a device to survey radiation exposure in the general population" (Pass; column 5, line 67 to column 6, line 1). Examiner interprets these 
teachings of Pass to be a form of "accessing information about at least one environmental factor common to the plurality of patients." 

In addition, Examiner notes that although the Pass reference was used to address the recitation of "environmental factor," Examiner 
applied the Cairnes reference, and interpreted Cairnes's teachings of "trends among various patients having similar conditions" (Cairnes; 
column 8, lines 29-31) and "triages the patients into two groups, patients 108 with CSI scores above 200 and patients 108 with CSI scores 
of 200 or less." (Cairnes; column 16, lines 59-61) to teach a form of accessing information about at least one factor common to the plurality 
of patients. Thus the claim was rejected under 35 (JSC § 103, with the combined teachings of Cairnes and Pass, and not with the Pass 
reference alone. 
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
